The Loss for the First Quarter of 1893 
Boots Up $4,503,005. 

Bosron, Mass., April 2.—[Special.]—Three 
a reco ros is city unequaled in the 
history of the city. The first alarm was 
strangely enough pulled in from Box 98 on the 
first day of 1893. There is an old saying among 
firemen that the first alarm of the month will 
indicate the number of alarms for the entire 
month. Such proved to be the case in Janu- 
ary, for ninety-three alarms were pulled in. 
The total number of alarms for the three 
months ending at midnight March 31 was
